of a group of slides which have been 
introduced by imaginative titles 
\< in a movie, titles help tie continuity 
together and provide a simple method of 
presenting factual information that enhances 
your story without slowing it down. Even if 
your slide show is just a string of posteard 
shots, it can be made far more interesting 
with suitable titles 
Making tithes seems to be a mysterious 
and devious art to many slide makers.

Have you ever waited around for three or four days in 
order to take sixty identical negatives of a locomotive stand- 
i switch yard’ Perhaps not, but Robert Gray of Oak- 
land, California, has done so and by so doing has made a 
good living and has amassed a most remarkable collection of 
railroad pictures, His story is an unusual one and perhaps a 
little instructive im case you are interested in railroad

(,ray became interested in photographing trains and rail 
roads in 1935. Prior to that time he had taken miscellaneous 
snapshots, such as most amateurs make. However in 1935 he 
found that the pictures which interested him most were 
those having to do with railroads——locomotives, box cars,

As time passed Gray was somewhat surprised to find that 
other men—and some women—shared his enthusiasm. In 
general these persons included photographers, collectors of 
railroad pictures, builders of miniature railroads, retired 
railroad men, and the railroads themselves. 

Coming into contact with more and more people of this 
kind, Gray found to his amazement that a good many were 
willing to pay money for railroad pictures. For a number of 
years Gray made pin money taking railroad photographs and 
selling prints to other enthusiasts. However there was con- 
siderable competition in this field—a good many others 
sought to earn money in the same way. Then Gray made a 
discovery which now permits him to earn an interesting 
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living. He found that a surprisingly large number of men 
and women are willing to pay good prices, not for prints 
but for original negatives of railroad photographs. 

These negatives are now Gray's stock in trade. His cus 
tomers want negatives rather than prints for a variety of 
Some desire to trade photographs with other en- 
Some are model railroad builders, who want to 


reasons 
thusiasts 
have large blow-ups made so they can study and copy every 
detail. Others are amateur photographers who want to make 
their own prints, Still others desire negatives so they can 
make large murals to hang on the walls of their homes 

Gray now has a long list of customers who will buy a 
negative of every new photograph of a locomotive that he 
makes and are also interested in many other types of rail- 
road equipment. In pursuit of such negatives Gray recently 
completed a tour of five months, in the course of which he 
drove 21,000 miles and made 12,000 negatives. That, in the 
book of any photographer, is a lot of negatives! 

Gray's method is an intensive one. When he sets out to 
“cover” a State he does so like the proverbial blanket. Start 
ing at one end of the state he follows the railroads, using 
an auto, however, to give him flexibility of travel and so as 
to have a convenient means of transporting his equipment. 
From long experience he has learned to ferret out railroad 
picture possibilities like a photographic Sherlock Holmes. 
Railroad men are his buddies and are always willing to help 
him locate and photograph an interesting piece of equip- 
ment. He is also assisted by information from time tables, 
maps and other literature put out by the railroads. 

Altogether Gray has made pictures on over 1000 railroad 
lines. This does not mean 1000 common carriers. like the 
Southern Pacific or New York Central. Some of his most 
interesting pictures have been made of logging trains, min- 
ing railroads and similar lines which have been built for 
some specialized service. On a recent trip he made hundreds 
of negatives of the small railroads which run out into the 
sugar cane fields of Louisiana. In the course of his travels he 
has made pictures in every state in the Union, in every prov 
ince of Canada except Prince Edward's Island and in all the 
northern provinces of Mexico. 

One reason Gray's pictures are popular with his custom 
ers is that he knows exactly what they want—and they are 
very particular. Take the matter of photographing a locomo- 
tive, for instance. The specifications for taking pictures of 


this type are well kmown and are demanded by the 
enthusiasts, 

The perfect photograph of a locomotive was taken in 
bright light, either in direct sun or with the sky only 
slightly overcast. It was not made at mid-day but in the 
morning or afternoon. The photographer stood with his back 
to the sun—the old snapshooters’ position—with the light

Such pictures are especially popular, for 
they can never be secured again, He has made special trips 
of thousands of miles to secure pictures of this type. In 
passing, it may be said that the locomotives having the least 


clients are the newest, most mod- 


interest for Cray and his 


ern diesels. In point of interest these resplendent pieces of 
machinery are completely outclassed by ancient, rusty en- 
gines which saw their best days 50 or 75 years ago 

Although many of his pictures are taken with bald skies 
and the sun over the left shoulder, Gray is greatly interested 
in photographs which are purely pictorial. In fact his own 
main enthusiasm is for pictures of this type (so long as 
something about trains is included.) His personal and pri- 
vate collection of “railroad pictorials” contains some re- 
markably attractive photographs 

“In making pictorial photographs in connection with rail- 
roads several considerations are involved,” he said. “Obvi- 
ously the setting must be a beautiful one—such as mountain 
seenery or a location in a forest. If a curve of track can be 
included this will sometimes add to a photograph’s pictorial 
quality. You must be willing to hike or climb, so as to reach 
the best possible vantage point. As you plan your picture 
you must study the angle of the light which will illuminate 
your scene, Side lighting or back lighting often adds much 
to railroad pictorials. This is particularly true if the locomo- 
tive is belching volumes of smoke or steam. This last is quite 
important. Your chances are improved if you can find a 
location on a slight up-grade which will cause the locomotive 
to exert itself 

“When you have selected the location from which your 
picture will be taken, visualize the position which will be 
occupied by the locomotive to give maximum interest and 
pictorial quality. Since it will be the principal center of 
interest the locomotive should not be in the middle of the 
picture nor too near the edge. The tracks will form power- 
ful lines in the photograph and these should be studied and 
carefully placed 
some thought to the matter of filters. If the smoke 
is likely to be black or dark gray, you may want to leave 
the sky light and not use a filter. On the other hand, you 
may want to darken the sky somewhat by the use of a 
yellow or orange filter. 
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“Sometimes vou mav find that a low angle will give you 
a striking photograph. | have secured excellent pictures 
with the camera lying on the ground and with the train tow 
ering into the sky. In general the same principles apply to 
the making of pictorial pictures of trains which apply to 
good photographs of landscapes. In the making of such 
pictures there is one important difference. Whereas in the 
making of a landscape picture you can usually make several 
negatives and select the best, in photographing a train in 
motion vou have only one chance with that particular train 
on that particular day 

The dyed-in-the-wool railroad picture fan is interested 
not only in photographs of locomotives but also in’ their 
history. This is true of Gray himself, He likes to know as 
much as he can about the history and background of every 
At the time of 
making his pictures he takes down all the data possible. By

| Take Color, Too?

Many black-and-white printmakers are perplexed by the 
question which heads this article, and with good reason 
Cost of equipment, interference with monochrome en- 
deavor, differences of approach and many other factors form 
a wall of doubts between the aspiration and realization 
Meeting this question provided a serious situation for the 
writer, midst an active career in print salons, club and 
council competitions, magazine and newspaper contests, and 
judging and lecturing activities, with a bit of writing beside. 
However, eighteen months of colorslide making have dis- 
pelled the uncertainties and provided an experience which 
it is a pleasure to share with fellow-PSA’ers who may have 
doubts, The cost of additional equipment for color presents 
the first consideration, which was satisfactorily met with 
A used Kodak-35 Range- 
finder camera, used projector, mounting and cropping sup- 
plies et 


simple and inexpensive material 


added up to $75.00. More versatile cameras, 
equipped with wide-angle and telephoto lenses are prefer- 
able, but not essential, and their cost need not interfere with 
the desire to photograph color

Actually color has proven 
to be a stimulant to complete photographic enjoyment, es- 
pecially during those overcast days which are the bane of 
existence to black-and-white camerists; and when light con- 
ditions are not conducive to the separation of planes in mon- 
ochrome, but which separation may be provided by colors. 
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Personal experience indicates improved monochrome pic- 
tures since taking up color, possibly due to sharper ob 
servation of picture possibilities and better composition in 
the camera's finder or ground-glass 

We recently asked a leading color exhibitor, Mrs. Helen 
C. Manzer, FPSA, which medium she would select if faced 
with the unhappy choice of color or monochrome. Her im- 
mediate reply was, “I'd give up color! There is much more 
| can create in black-and-white.” No need to worry about 
slighting monochrome, after that 

What new techniques or approaches must be developed 
for color? Photographers well-grounded in black-and-white 
are already in command of most of the fundamentals re- 
quired, such as subject interest, composition, ete. Color 
values and harmony may be evaluated after some expe- 
rience by people of average intelligence and ordinary good 
taste. Good judgement and understanding of the media 
guide the photographer toward a determination of which, 
(if not both,) color or black-and-white best interprets the 
particular scene or subject. 

Exposure, of course, is more critical than is necessary for 
monochrome film, suggesting the use of the meter until ex- 
perience displaces its need 

Cropping and some afterwork controls are possible to a 
limited extent. Masking and mounting present no task to 
anyone who has ever mounted a print, and these may be 
accomplished in those odd short moments which are inesuf- 
ficient to start work on a print 

Adding an inexpensive 35mm. camera to the gadget bag 
opens a great new vista to the monochrome photographer 
The names of famous printmakers which stud the list of 
successful colorslide makers is an assurance that the use of 
both media is highly desirable, and that they are compatible 
in every way.

Many films, of course, give excellent 


quality and low grain—at the sacrifice 
of speed. And it’s easy enough to make 
film with all the zing a speed merchant 
could wish—but with grain so rough 
that a pretty face turns into sandpaper 
as soon as you begin enlarging.

This stopped us cold. We started to do a 
piece about the Kodak Color Hand- 
book, and discovered that if you mix 
green light shorter than 575my, and red 
light longer than 590my, you get the 
sensation of yellow without using any 
yellow wavelengths!

Paper saver 


You really ought to have a Kodak Pro- 
jection Print Scale. Why? Because it's 
the cheapest way we know of to save 


paper. Just make a test print through the 
scale and read the correct printing time 
directly.

Sherlock for carbide 


Some day somebody may discover some 
place where color photography isn't 
helpful, but it seems unlikely. We just 
heard a “detective involving 
powder metallurgy, tungsten and ti- 
tanium carbide, and Kodak Ektachrome 
Film. 

It appears that a company which 
makes solid parts from mixtures of 
powdered metals ran into trouble. For 
most of their alloys, they could deter- 
mine the crystal structure by making a 
photomicrograph of an etched and pol- 
ished sample. This is important, because 
the crystal structure shows what an alloy 
's useful for. But when they photo- 
graphed an alloy containing both car- 
bides—everything looked alike! Struc- 
tural analysis was impossible:

As you might suspect, color film gave 
the answer. By heating the metal to the 
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point where the tungsten and titanium 
oxidized, and then taking photomicro- 
graphs with Ektachrome, the oxidized 
colors stood out like warts on a pig’s 
nose. Now they can tell which carbide 
is which 

The moral of all this is, you can have 
a lot of fun and may even discover an 
important new photographic technique 
if you look around for applications for 
color photography either on your own 
job, or on a problem a friend has. If you 
come up with something, let us know 
and we might be able to help you with it

You know about our new $3.95 Brownie 
Holiday Camera.

Three for color 


Sure, Kodak makes more than 100 types 
of Kodak Wratten Filters and could 
make 10,000 types at need. But for use 
with a Kodak Daylight or Type A color 
film and standard light sources, you re- 
quire only three.

The big profes- 
sional and photo-illustration studios use 
all of them. 


Polasurance 


Reflections are where you find them
